The tax levied on 
salt by the British government was 
one of Gandhi’s chief complaints, 
and to protest against it he launch- 
ed his famous civil disobedience 
campaign last year, eventually fall- 
ing-under arrest after his “march 
to the sea,” and serving nine 
months in Yeroda jail.

Muscatine went to the polls 
today and, despite one of the 
prottiest election days for 
weather in local history, was 
casting an average vote.

Local telephone subscribers will 
hereafter receive an improved and 
more up-to-date bill each month, 
under anew plan adopted by the 
Northwestern Bell Telephone com- 
pany here, and announced today

Under the new plan, bills sent 
to local subscribers wil be dated 
on the twenty-fifth day of the 
month and be received on the 
thirtieth day. First new bills for 
subscribers here will be dated 
March 30° 

Under the new method all Iowa 
subscribers of the Northwestern 
Bell Telephone Company will be 
divided into ten groups and bills 
will be issued at ten different dates 
in the month: A similar plan of 
billing has been used for sometime 
by other sections of the Bell system 
and by many other public utilities. 
Through; permitting a division of 
the work required in preparing and 
issuing customers’ bills the new 
plan’allows the inclusion of all long 
distance charges and all credits up 
to the date of the bill. At present, 
with all bills issued on the first of 
the month, long distance charges 
are included only up to the 20th 
of the preceding month. On the 
new bills all entries and computa- 
tions are made by machine provid- 
ing a neater and more legible bill. 

The initial bills under the im- 
proved plan which place the new 
billing plan in effect here will cover 
charges for a less than normal one 
month period. This difference in 
charges is necessary to place the 
new plan in use and bring all 
charges up to the new billing date. 
Thereafter, each bill will cover local 
telephone service for one month 
folowing the date of the bill and 
long distance service for the month 
following the date of the bill and 
long distance service for the month 
preceding. 

The change in billing date will 
not affect the amount of charges 
for telephone service it was an- 
nounced.

Radio accomplishment in the past 
ten years has played a most impor- 
tant part in national and interna- 
tional affairs. The reason for its 
great popularity is because it is 
natural and instinctive. Hearing 
is a part of our natural self, there- 
fore when we tune in on our favor- 
ite stations we are in a receptive 


4 Million Sets Used 

“If the future radio is to be 
measured by its past history the 
next five years are destined to give 
the world a series of events almost 
beyond the power of human visual- 
ization. Ten years ago, this coun- 
try had but one broadcasting sta- 
tion, namely KDKA of Pittsburgh 
and today we have over a thousand. 
Last year according to the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
4,938,099 radios were built in this 
country and today there are over 4 
million sets in use... The number 
of people thus in a position to 
listen to broadcast total over a 
hundred million but a hundred mil- 
lion is-less than 6 per cent, the 
number of people living in the zone 
of radio reception. 

“Nothing in history has ever 
caught the fancy of the American 
people as did radio. Nothing has 
ever moved with the same speed in 
reaching popular acceptance. 
Years of time and years of promo- 
tional effort together with the ex- 
penditure of vast sums for develop- 
ment has caused the radio to come 
into its own almost over night. One 
of the fundamental principal in the 
consideration of the value of many 
great industries is its ability to pay 
its way and earn a reasonable prof- 
it for its owners. 

Radio As Ad Medium 

“Last year over 56 million dol- 
lars was spent in radio advertising 
with the 2 major chains—NBC and 
CBS. Add to this the vast sum 
spent with the independent sta- 
tions and you will find it a start- 
ling sum. In contrast in England 
the expense of operating broadcast- 
ing stations is met by the licensing 
of receiving sets. Every person 
who listens in has to pay a yearly 
to maine 
tain the broadcasters. 

“Radio advertising presents some 
entirely new problems. To under- 
stand it, several vital facts must be 
considered. In the first place, it 
must be remembered that it can- 
not be an appeal to crowd phychol- 
ogy. We hear so much about the 
radio audience of many millions 
that we are inclined to visualize it 
as a vast throng sitting together, 
listening to what comes over the 
air. Of course it’s nothing of the 
kind. It is almost invariably made 
up of family groups of not more 
than four or five people who select 
the evening’s entertainment with 
increasing care and _ discrimina- 
tion.” 

Different in Character 

In speaking of the differences he- 
tween the national chain broad- 
casting station and the local sta- 
tion, Mr. Carpenter related that the 
national chain does not as a gener- 
al rule quote prices of the products 
they advertise, while local stations 
in addition to mention of the prod- 
uct generally quote prices. Of 
course the advertising on the air 
and that with newspapers are en- 
tirely different in character. They 
do not duplicate each other in any 
way. Neither performs the func- 
tion of the other. In newspapers 
we have direct sales stimulation, 
forcibly and interesting, while the 
radio in order to bring results, must 
be interesting and as brief as pos- 
sible. 

It is a remarkable faet that this 
new force, radio broadcasting, has 
come into our industrial life as an 
advertising medium of proved value 
without disturbing any of the pre- 
viously existing agencies. It has 
simply found a place hitherto un- 
occupied. Newspapers and maga- 
in 
fact a complete survey would show 
that they have experienced in- 
creased circulation and _ greater 
prosperity as a result of radio 
broadcasting. Not only that, but 
the radio industry itself, in its va- 
rious branches, has become one of 
the largest users of newspapers and |

Progressive Education 
Plan Predicted 
By Sparling 


The school system of Muscatine 
will be changed to conform to ideas 
of progressive education as fast as 
Needed facilities can be added, it 
was announced today by superin- 
tendent of s100ls E. A. Sparling, 
upon his return from Detroit, where 
he attended the National Educa- 
tional association convention. 

“Progressive educational syste! 
are coming,” Sparling said. “When 
we can get buildings large enough 
we can find out the abilities of stu- 
dents and group them accordingly. 
Then we can begin to find students 
who can do creative thinking. We 
don’t want to become faddish, but 
we want to keep our school system 
adjusted to present day needs.” 

As usually used, the term “pro- 
gréssive education” means group- 
ing students according to their 
abilities in each subject studied, in- 
stead of arranging them in grades 
according to their general abilities. 

Stress Vocational Work 

Mr. Sparling said he was par- 
ticularly impressed by an address 
given by Dr. William Heard Kil- 
patric of the New York Teachers’ 
college on “A Theory of Progressive 
Education to Fit the Times” deliv- 
ered before the conference of the 
Progressive Educational associa- 
tion. 

Schools throughout the country 
are faced with the same problems 
as the local schools, Mr. Sparling 
said, as was indicated by the stress 
placed on vocational training and 
on meeting increased demands 
without increased teaching staffs 
and facilities at the convention. 

Mr. Sparling and Miss Willetta 
Strahan, dean of the Junior Col- 
lege, attended a breakfast held by 
the Iowa delegates to the conven- 
tion on February 24, at which me- 
morial services in honor of the late 
superintendent M. G. Clark of 
Sioux City were held. Mr. Clark 
had been slated for president of the 
Superintendents’ section of the Na- 
tional Educational association. Su- 
perintendent Edward C. Broome of 
Philadelphia, Pa., was elected to 
that office for next year. 

Attended by 17,000 

Miss Strahan said she was par- 
ticularly impressed by the large 
number attending the convention 
this year. About 17,000 were pres- 
ent, the largest attendance in many 
years. On her way back from the 
convention Miss Strahan stopped 
at Windsor, Canada, where she in- 
spected the Collegiate High school, 
and in Chicago, where she visited 
the experimental school at Chicago 
university.

The Virgil Kirkland Trial 

The trial of the high school boy over in Indiana, accused 
of the murder of a girl, is revealing many sordid details not 
fit to print. The proceedings have already -developed a 
stench that is offensive to most people although there are 
some who seem to glory in such details as indicated by the 
crowds that are being turned away from the court room. 

If there ever was a case that justified.the closing of the 

doors to the public and careful deleting by the press associa- 
tions, this Hoosier state murder seems to be it. That good 
newspaper copy can be made out of the attitude of those 
connected with the case rather than from the testimony it- 
self was shown by a news dispatch to the Free Press des- 
cribing the demeanor of the mother. Frances Farmer, a 
special correspondent, inscribed not only news but litera- 
ture when he wrote: 
- “Meanwhile, a few feet away, the hand of a gentle, kind 
faced woman, Virgil’s mother, sought that of her mate, 
clinging to its sustaining strength. She wept a little on the 
shoulder of the man who shares with her 2 supreme ordeal. 
Then her graying head was lifted again, lifted as in battle. 
Clothed in the armor of a mother’s love, girded with instinc- 
tive faith in the son she bore, she was strong again for the 
fight that lies before her. 

“When the youthful defendant was allowed a brief respite 
his mother rose and timidly and at a little distance, followed 


him, watching him, guarding him, devouring him with mater- 
nal eyes.” 

That is simply the placing into words the devotion that 
most, mothers feel toward their sons. Boys should realize 
this and be worthy of that devotion before it is too late. 
Don’t forget that your best friend is your mother. Be worthy 
of her and your battle with life will be made easy. 


How Will Medics Answer This? 

So much has been said about the intelligence and progress 
of medicine and surgery, of how broadminded they are, of 
how the public should follow everything they say and do, 
that we are wondering if today, there does not exist some 
of the same ignorance as has followed them in the past. 

That there are some smart, careful doctors is not denied, 
but that their associations are fast placing them more in the 
class of guessers is a fair assumption. 

It is one thing to accuse the medical trust of ignorance, 
and another to have them admit it. 

We can do no better than to comment upon an article 
which appeared on page 96 of the February issue of the 
Illinois Medical Journal. This happens to be the state where 
Dr. Hall lives and enjoys beihg a member of the State Health 
board. His guess work was plainly shown in his recent 
testimony and remarks during the radio hearing of KTNT 
before a local justice of the peace. 

The article says that the first BATHTUB was installed in 
America in 1842 by Adam Thompson. It weighed nearly a 
ton and was built of mahogany, lined with lead. At that 
time, so says the Journal, the doctors raised a storm. Doc- 
tors condemned it as dangerous to health. Preachers storm- 
ed against it from the pulpit, claiming that bathing would 
tend to make mankind extravagant and that they would lose 
their morality. 

The legislators joined in the war of ignorance and passed 
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laws placing a heavy tax on bathtubs. None of their joint 
efforts caused trouble for Thompson and the habit of bathing 
spread so rapidly that in 1860 every first class hotel had 
from one to four bathrooms. . 

With this widespread use of the bathtub, the doctors found 
it healthful and began to recommend it.. But it took them 
many years to decide that the bathtub was not injurious. 
How long will it take them to realize that cancer can be cured 
without resorting to operations, radium or the X-ray? 
Today the doctors are forming associations and are striv- 
ing to pass laws making their teachings compulsory. If 
they succeed in the naxt ten years as they have in the last 
ten we all may be forééd“by law to have a monthly examina- 
tion, no child can go to-school without an expensive examina- 
tion by the medics, and One law may compel the removal of 
bar — re ‘because they are disease spreaders.

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“WEIGHT-REDUCTION” 

Many people are . over-weight, 
Too much fatty tissue interferes 
with the function of various or- 
gans, and also, the whole body is 
hampered at times by the excess 
weight. 

Many times we see lists pub- 
lished showing what persons should 
weigh for various heights. It 
seems that an important factor is 
over-looked: namely, the size of 
the bones. Two people can be the 
same height and yet, one may be 
small boned and the other may be 
large boned. It stands t. reason 
that a heavy strong frame will car- 
ry more weight than a light frame. 
One can be lighter in weight than 
the other, and yet be formal. 

Some people can be the same 

height and yet be physically adapt- 
ed for entirely different occupa- 
tions. We need sturdy, heavily set 
people, and we need lighter, quick 
moving people. We need tall folks 
and short folks. It is doubtful if 
we need hig fat folks, except, may- 
be, to act in funny pictures to make 
us laugh. 
+ A person can usually tell whether 
they are above or below norimal 
weight. In a slender person, if 
their vitality is such that they feel 
tine and have no particular condi- 
tion to complain about they 
shouldn’t worry. Some people are 
thin, and yet wiry, and have got vi- 
tality. 

The overweight person can sure- 
ly tell that they are uncomfortable, 
and in their own way. 


When it is merely a question of 
over-weight, the solution is not so 
hard. If the condition involves the 
glandular system, the question is 
complicated by conditions of dis- 
ease. There is some abnormal ac- 
tion of the _ weight-controlling 
glands of the body which allows the 
accumulation of the adipose tissue. 
Due to lack of space this particular 
question cannot be ‘taken up at this 
time. ~~ 

- When it is clearly understood 
that a reduction in weight is need- 
ed, the first thing to do is to out- 
line a suitable diet, or arrange- 
ment of foods for that purpose. A 
change of food sounds better than 
to go on a “diet.” There are so 
many different ideas regarding 
diet that a person doesn’t know 
whether to eat and drink like a 
camel, or an ostrich, or gurgle soup 
like a toothless bookseller. 

If excessive weight is due to over 
indulgence in certain foods, the 
problem consists of analyzing the 
food combinations and eliminating 
the fat-producing ones. The sug- 
ars, starches and fats are the chief 
trouble-makers in this instance. 

On examining the average diet, 
we may find that one or two foods 
may predominate like candy, bread 
and butter; or a person may just 
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‘shredded raw cabbage. With this

love to sit on one of those little, 
round, shiny stools in the drug 
store, and absorb numerous heavy 
chocolate malted milks. 

By omitting those pet habits, we 
can doa lot toward reducing. 
There are various preparations ad- 
vertized for regaining normal 
weight. Some are really harmful | 
by putting too great a strain on 
the whole system. 

Fasting is probably the quickest 

way to reduce but not always prac- 
tical. Fat people are usually good 
eaters and suffer quite a good deal 
during the fast. And, the rapid 
breaking down of the fatty tissue 
during a fast may occur more rap- 
idly than the system can take care 
of it, thus producing a condition 
of acidosis. Ordinarily, the gradual 
change is better. To cause the body 
to withstand sudden, abrupt 
changes, shocks the nervous sys- 
tem more than is sometimes real- 
ized. This applies to narcotics, 
smokers, etc., as well as heavy 
eaters. Sometimes we find a per- 
son who can make an_ abrupt 
change without harmful effects, 
and in these instances, we find 
that the person is characteristical- 
ly adapted to proceed in this man- 
ner. ; 
A person can gradually change by 
leaving out all the starchy foods 
like pastry, bread, candy, etc., and 
increasing very much, the fruits 
and salad diet. Very little oily 
dressing should be used on the sa- 
lads. Do not use bananas, they 
are quite starchy. This plan can 
be followed for a week or ten days 
very nicely unless there is a too 
sudden loss of weight, with signs 
of weakness. In this case, every 
other day, a starchy meal can be 
used once during the day. The 
other meals should consist of fruit 
and salads. Sometimes people at- 
tempt reducing and use quite a few 
eggs. This may overwork the kid- 
neys. 

The following outline can be re- 
lied upon for reducing as well as 
helpful in other ways! 

Breakfast—-Fruit, fresh or dried 
only. Or fresh fruit and a few 
nuts. Or a whole grapefruit with- 
out sugar. Some people will insist 
on their morning coffee. As a rule 
the liver is hypnotized and made 
lazy and sluggish by using Coffee 
at any time. 

Noon meal—An egg or two, 
(providing none were eaten at 
breakfast), fish or some lean meat, 
no fat. With one of the above 
protein foods a generous helping 
of one or two cooked vegetables, 
such as spinach, onions, carrots, 
cauliflower, kale, or dandelions and

To 
this bath can be added one or two 
pounds of Epsom salis.

The meeting of the railroad and 
American express freight employes’ 
association called by their chair- 
man, H. L. Toussaint, Saturday 
nighthad as its principal speaker 
Other speakers 
were T. R. Brown, traffic manager 
of the Huttig manufacturing com- 
pany, and E. Furguson, Rock 
Island and Milwaukee agent.

Mr. Vetter assured the railroads 
that they could count on the or- 
ganized manufacturer 90 per cent 
strong to support any railroad de- 
fense bill they might propose.

‘Amendment Doés Not 


Comply With Law, 
Say Lawyers 


Alleging that an amendment re- 
ently filed by the plaintiff in the 
ase of‘ Harry M. Hoxsey vs. Nor- 
ian Baker, defendant, does not 
omply or attempt to comply with 

the order of the court heretofore 
made, a new motion has been filed 
by Hanley and Hanley, J: F. De- 
vitt and W. D. Randall, attorneys 
for Baker. Some time ago Hoxsey 
filed an answer in the case. This 
was replied to by a motion which 
(‘the Baker attorneys filed and which 
was largely sustained by the court. 
Following this the plaintiff filed an 
amendment to the answer and the 
motion filed today is in reply to the 
amendment to the answer. 

The motion is to strike from the 
files the paper filed by the plain- 
tiff on Feb. 25 on the grounds that 
attempts are being made to rein- 
sert counts one; two and three of 
the petition previously stricken out 
by the court, and that attempts 
are made to amend all four of the 
counts of the amended and sub- 
stituted petition. 

It is also alleged that the amend@ 
ment is an attempt to evade and 
nullify the statute of the state, 
which provides that each cause of 
action shall be complete in itself. 
This rule is deliberately violated by 
the alleged amendment, it is 
charged in the motion filed today. 


TO PEACE PACT 


Indian Leader Wins 
Victory in Salt 
Dispute 


BOMBAY—(INS)—An agreement 
settling all points of the Indian dis- 
pute has been reached by Lord Ir- 
win, viceroy, and Mahatma M. K. 
Gandhi in their “man to man” con- 
ferences at New Delhi, according to 
an announcement by Sir Tej Baha- 
dur Sapru today. 

He added that an official state- 
ment giving the final conclusions of 
peace agreement would be issued 
tomorrow night. 

The announcement was interpre- 
ted: to mean the end of the civil 
disobedience campaign in India. 

The public statement of the un- 
derstanding was withheld until 
Tuesday in deference to Gandhi's 
customary observance of Monday as 
a ‘silent day”, during which he 
withdraws from public to meditate 
=< pray for eventual peace in his 


While the terms of the announc- 
ed agreement were kept a close se- 
cret, it.was believed here that the 
vexing question of the salt tax had 
been solved. The tax levied on 


one of Gandhi’s chief complaints, 
and to protest against it he launch- 
ed his famous civil disobedience 
campaign last year, eventually fall- 
ing under arrest after his “march 
to the sea,” and serving nine 
months in Yeroda jail.

Coronor W. S. Norton stated to- 
day that the system of: Vera Jor- 
dan, who died mysteriously here a 
week ago contained no poison ac- 
cording to the analysis made by W. 
J. Teeters, state chemist of Iowa 
City. An inquest to determine the 
cause of the girl’s death has already 
been held up a week awaiting the 
report of the chemist, but the date 
has now been set for Thursday 
morning. 

Vera Jordan, a resident of Iowa 
City appeared in the office of one 
of the local physicians last Monday 
evening suffering from severe hem- 
morages. The doctor ordered her 
to Hershey hospital, where she died 
within an hour. An autopsy or- 
dered by the coroner revealed that 
her system contained a foreign sub- 
stancé that the doctors suspected of 
being poison. Specimens of the 
parts of her body that supposedly 
contained the poison were dis- 
patched to Prof. Teeters for analy- 
sis. Teeters said it was not poison.

Civil Service 
Favored’ For 
Cops, Firemen 


Civil service for the police and 
fire departments is overwhelming- 
ly favored by citizens of Muscatine, 
today’s election returns indicated. 
Latest returns show 2065 for the 
change and 1408 against it. 

The question of civil service in 
the local fire and police depart- 
ments has long been agitated in 
Muscatine. The city council voted 
on Jan. 15 to place it on the ballot 
to determine public sentiment on 
the question. 

Council O. K. Necessary 

Action by the council will -be 
necessary to make the plan effec- 
tive. 

Under civil service, the mayor, 
with the approval of the council, 
would appoint a commission of 
three members having terms of six 
years each. This commission would 
examine and appoint policemen and ; 
firemen and hold hearings on them 
in case of misconduct. 

Those now employed in the de- 
partments would not be required to 
stand examinations to retain their | 
positions. 

In giving prospective firemen or 
policemen examinations, prefer- 
ence would be given those with re- 
cords of service in the army, navy, 
or marines. No one who had been 
convicted of a felony or borne arms 
against thé United States, or any- 
> not a citizen, could be given a 
job.

No policeman or fireman could be 
discharged arbitrarily, but only 
after the commission had given him 
a@ hearing and a majority of the 
commissioners had voted to dis-

Some have been found 
to even have “chains” of these 
apple stands. All of these dealers 
polish their apples to a real luster, 
but they use little choice of the 
manner, some use their hands only, 
some used paper wrappers while 
still others polish them on their 
none-too-clean trousers or their 
coats. 

Subway Crowds Impressive 

One of the most impressive sights 
to me was to see the people liter- 
ally pour out of the subways. I was 
inclined to agree with the old wom- 
an who remarked -“I really 
wonder if they all know where they 
re going.” 

* By the time. I had made this 
little walk, always staying in re- 
membering distance of the build- 
ing where I had left my baggage, 
I started back. On my way back 
I happened to go on the street 
where. the Boy Scouts of America 
have their “Trading Post.”

We first made our way to the 
Chrysler building. At present. this 
is the tallest completed building in 
the world. We bought our tickets 
to the observation tower and step- 
ped into a local elevator which only 
ran to the 56 floor, there we trans- 
ferred to the wer elevator and 
went on up to the 7ist floor. The 
elevators are completely closed and 
‘one could not telf you are moving 
except to see the light flash on the 
number of the floor which we were 
passing and the roaring in one’s 
ears caused by.the rapid ascent. 
The observation tower is a huge, 
beautiful room modernistically dec- 
orated with silver, gold and black 
triangles on the walls. The ceiling 
‘was a sky blue, with gold stars and 
pictures representing the signs of 
the zodiac. 

There are windoys on all sides 
and the view is amazing. The day 
was clear and far to the south we 
could see the statute of Liberty, El- 
lis Island and Staten Island. To 
the east we could see several great 
suspension bridges and had to ask 
the guide which bridge was Brook- 
lyn Bridge. To the north wes Cen- 
tral park. It appeared to be a small 
level plot of ground with a few 
trees. We were greatly surprised 
when we found it to be a very large 
= of trees and anything except 
what one would call level.

and splashing up and down the 

' water fronts. 
No Bull or Bears 

To the east of us lay a large is-

PHONE BILLING 


New Service Offered 
To Bell Company 
Patrons 


Local telephone subscribers will 
hereafter receive an improved and 
more up-to-date bill each month, 
under anew plan adopted by the 
Northwestern Bell Telephone com- 
pany here, and announced today 
by W. A. Matthews, manager of the 
Muscatine exchange. 

Under the new plan, bills sent 
to local subscribers wil be dated 
on the twenty-fifth day of the 
month and be received on the 
thirtieth day. First new bills for 
subscribers here will be dated 
March 30. 

Under the new method all Iowa 
subscribers of the Northwestern 
Bell Telephone Company will be 
divided into ten groups and bills 
will be issued at ten different dates 
in the month. A similar plan of 
billing has been used for sometime 
by other sections of the Bell system 
and by many other public utilities. 
Through permitting a, division of 
the work required in preparing and 
issuing customers’ bills the new 
plan allows the inclusion of all long 
distance charges and all credits up 
to the date of the bill. At present, 
with all bills issued on the first of 
the month, long distance charges 
are included only up to the 20th 
of the preceding month. On the 
new bills all entries and computa- 
tions are made by machine provid- 
ing a neater and more legible bill. 

The initial bills under the im- 
proved plan which place the new 
billing plan in effect here will cover 
charges for a less than normal one 
month period. This difference in 
charges is necessary to place the 
new plan in use and bring all 
charges up to the new billing date. 
Thereafter, each bill will cover local 
telephone service for one month 
folowing the date of the bill and 
long distance service for the month 
following the date of the bill and 
long distance service for the month 


receding. ’ 

The change in billing date will 
not affect the amount of charges 
for telephone service it was an- 
nounced.

4 Million Sets Used 

“Tf the future radio is to be 
measured.by its past. history the 
next five years are destined to give 
the world a series of events almost 
beyond the power of human visual- 
ization. Ten years ago, this coun- 
try had but one broadcasting sta- 
tion, namely KDKA of -Pittsburgh 
and today we have over a thousand. 
Last year according to the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
4,938,099 radios were built in this 
country and today there are over 4 
million sets in use. The number 
of people thus in a position to 
listen to broadcast total over a 
hundred million but a hundred mil- 
lion is less than 6 per cent, the 
number of people living in the zone 
of radio reception. 

“Nothing in history has ever 
caught the fancy of the American 
people as did radio. Nothing has 
ever moved with the same speed in 
reaching popular acceptance. 
Years of time and years of promo- 
tional effort together with the ex- 
penditure of vast sums for develop- 
ment has caused the radio to come 
into its own almost over night. One 
of the fundamental principal in the 
consideration of the value of many 
great industries is its ability to pay 
its way and earn a reasonable prof- 
it for its owners. 

Radio As Ad Medium 

“Last year over 56 million dol- 
lars was spent in radio advertising 
with the 2 major chains—NBC and 
CBS. Add to this the vast sum 
spent with the independent sta- 
tions and you will find it a start- 
ling sum. In contrast in England 
the expense of operating broadcast- 
ing stations is met by the licensing 
of receiving sets. Every person 
who listens in has to pay a ye 

.. This money is)used to main- 
in the broadcasters, 

“Radio advertising presents some 
entirely new problems. To under- 
stand it, several vital facts must be 
considered. In the first place, it 
must be remembered that it can- 
not be an appeal to crowd phychol- 
ogy. We hear so much about the 
radio audience of many millions 
that we are inclined to visualize it 
as a vast throng sitting together, 
listening to what comes over the 
air. Of coursé it’s nothing of the 
kind. It is almost invariably made 
up of family groups of not more 
than four or five people who select 
the’ evening’s entertainment with 
increasing. care and discrimind- 
tion.” 

Different in Character 

In. speaking of the differences be- 
tween the- national chain broad- 
casting station and the local sta- 
tion, Mr. Carpenter related that the 
national chain does not as a.gener- 
al rule quote prices of the products 
they advertise, while local stations 
in addition to mention of the prod- 
uct generally quote prices. Of 
course the advertising on the air 
and that with newspapers are en- 
tirely different in character. They 
do not duplicate each other in any 
way. Neither performs the func- 
tion of the other. In newspapers 
we have direct sales stimulation, 
forcibly and interesting, while the 
radio in order to bring results, must 
be interesting and as brief as pos- 
sible. 

It is a remarkable fact that this 
new force, radio broadcasting, has 
come into our industrial life as an 
advertising medium of proved value 
without disturbing any of the pre- 
viously existing agencies. It has 
simply found a place hitherto un- 
occupied. Newspapers and maga- 
zines have not been disturbed; in 
fact a complete survey would show 
that they have experienced in- 
creased circulation and _ greater 
prosperity as a result of radio 
broadcasting. Not only that, but 
the radio industry itself, in its va- 
rious branches, has become one of 
the largest users of newspapers and 
magazines. In newspapers its vol- 
ume of advertising ranks next to 
that of the theaters.

Progressive Education 
Plan Predicted 
By Sparling 


The school system of Muscatine 
will be changed to conform to ideas 
of progressive education as fast as 
needed facilities can be added, it 
was announced today by superin- 
tendent of s0ols E. A. Sparling, 
upon his return from Detroit, where 
he attended the National Educa- 
tional association convention. 

“Progressive educational systems 
are coming,” Sparling said. “When 
we can get buildings large enough 
we can find out the abilities of stu- 
dents and group them accordingly. 
Then we can begin to find students 
who can do creative thinking. We 
don’t want to become faddish, but 
we want to keep our school system 
adjusted to present day needs.” 

As usually used, the term “pro- 
gressive education” means group- 
ing students according to their 
abilities in each subject studied, in- 
stead of arranging them in grades 
according to their general abilities, 

Stress Vocational Work 

Mr. Sparling said he was par- 
ticularly impressed by an address 
given by Df. William Heard Kil- 
patric of the New York Teachers’ 
college on “A Theory of Progressive 
Education to Fit the Times” deliv- 
ered before the conference of the 
Progressive Educational associa- 
tion. 

Schools throughout the country 
are faced with the same problems 
as the local schools, Mr. Sparling 
said, as was indicated by the stress 
placed on vocational training and 
on meeting increased demands 
without increased teaching staffs 
and facilities at the convention. 

Mr. Sparling and Miss Willetta 
Strahan, dean of the Junior Col- 
lege, attended a breakfast held by 
the Iowa delegates to the conven- 
tion on February 24, at which me- 
morial services in honor of the late 
superintendent M. G. lark of 
Sioux City were held.

“WEIGHT-REDUCTION” 

Many people are over-weight. 
Too much fatty tissue interferes 
with the funetion of various or- 
gans, cnd also, the whole body is 
hampered at times by the excess 
weight. 

Many times we see lists pub- 
lished showing what persons should 
weigh for vyarious heights. It 
seems that an important factor is 
over-looked: namely, the size of 
the bones. Two people can be the 
same ‘height and yet, one may be 
small boned and the other may be 
large boned, Jt stands t reason 
that a heavy strong frame will car- 
ry more weight than a light frame, 
One can be lighter in weight than 
the other, and yet be normah 

Some people can be the same 
height and yet be physically adapt- 
ed for entirely different oceupa- 
tions. We need sturdy, heavily set 
people, and we need lighter, quick 
, moving people, We need tall folks 
and short folks, It is doubtful if 
we need big fat folks, except, may- 
be, to act in funny pietures to make 
us laugh. 

A person can usually tell whether 
they are aboye or below norinal 
weight. In a slender pereon, if 
their vitality is such that they feel 
fine and haye no particular condi- 
tion to complain about they 
shouldn’t worry. Seme people are 
thin, and yet wiry, and have got vi- 
tality. 

The overweight person can sure- 
ly tell that they are uncomfortable, 
and in their own way, 


When it is merely a question of 
over-weight, the solution is not so 
hard. If the condition involves the 
glandular system; the question is 
complicated by eenditions of dis- 
ease. There is some abnormal ac- 
tion of the weight-controlling 
glands of the bedy which allows the 
accumulation ef adipose tissue, 
Due to lack of space this particular 
question cannot be taken up at this 
time. 

When it is clearly understood 
that a reduction in weight is need- 
ed, the first thing to do is to out- 
line a suitable diet, or arrange- 
ment of foods for that purpose. A 
change of food sounds better than 
to go on a “diet.” There are so 
many different ideas regarding 
diet that a person doesn’t know 
whether to eat and drink like a 
camel, or an ostrich, or gurgle soup 
like a toothless bookseller. 

“If excessive weight is due to over 
indulgence in certain foods, ‘the 
problem consists of analyzing the 
food combinations and eliminating 
the fat-producing ones. The sug- 
ars, starches and fats are the chief 
trouble-makers in this instance. 

On examining the average diet, 
we may find that one or two foods 
may predominate like candy, bread 
and butter; or a person may just 
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love to sit on one of those little, 
round, shiny stools in the drug 
stere, and absorb numerous heavy 
chocolate malted milks, 

By omitting those pet habits, we 
ean doa lot toward reducing. 
There are various prepagations ad- 
vertized for regaining normal 
weight. Some are really harmful 
by putting too great a strain on 
the whole system. 

Fasting is probably the quickest 

way to reduce but not always prac- 
tical. Fat peaple are usually good 
eaters and suffer quite a good deal 
during the fast. And, the rapid 
breaking down of the fatty tissue 
during a fast may occur more rap- 
idly than the system can take care 
of it, thus producing a condition 
of acidosis. Ordinarily, the gradual 
change is better. To cause the body 
to withstand sudden, abrupt 
changes, shocks the nervous sys- 
tem more than is sometimes real- 
ized, This applies to narcotics, 
smokers, etc., as well as heavy 
eaters, Sometimes we fing a per- 
son who can make an abrupt 
change without harmful effects, 
and in these instances, we find 
that the person is characteristical- 
ly adapted to proceed in this man- 
ner. 
A person can gradually change by 
leaving out all the starchy foods 
like pastry, bread, eandy, etc., and 
increasing very much, the fruits 
and salad diet, Very little oily 
dressing should be used on the sa- 
lads. Do not use bananas, they 
are quite starchy. This plan can 
be followed for a week or ten days 
very nicely unless there is a too 
sudden loss of weight, with signs 
of weakness. In this case, every 
other day, a starchy meal can he 
used once during the day. The 
ether meals should consist of fruit 
and salads. Sometimes people at- 
tempt reducing and use quite a few 
eggs. This may overwork the kid- 
neys, 

The following outline can be re- 
lied upon fer reducing as well as 
helpful in other ways! 

Breakfast—Fruit, fresh or dried 
only. Or fresh fruit and a few 
nuts. Or a whole grapefruit with- 
out sugar. Some people will insist 
on their morning coffee. As a rule 
the liver is hypnotized and made 
lazy and sluggish by using coffee 
at any time. 

Noon meal—An egg or two, 
(providing none were eaten at 
breakfast), fish or some lean meat, 
no fat. With one of the above 
protein foods a generous helping 
of one or two cooked vegetables, 
such as spinach, onions, carrots, 
cauliflower, kale, or dandelions and 
cowslips. Sometimes a little des- 
sert, such as grapes, an apple, or 
similar fresh fruit may be eaten. 

Evening meal—First we must 
have a big mixed salad; such as 
one composed of lettuce, tomatoes, 
eelery, radishes, possibly a little 
shredded raw cabbage. With this 
ean be eaten some dry toasted 
whole-wheat bread; some wheat 
crackers, or a sliee of rye bread, 
Omit the butter-if the condition of 
overweight is serious. 

The aboye will give one an idea 
of the fonds needed. 

Exercise, within the vitality of 
the patient, will be an aid in re- 
ducing. ° 

When the required reducticn has 
taken place, increase the starchy 
foods just enough to hold the 
weight and muscular strength as 
needed. 

One or two hot baths a week, fol- 
lowed by a good rough-towel rub- 
down will assist in reducing, and 
also, help the kidneys by aiding 
elimination thraugh the skin. To 
this bath can be added one or two 
pounds of Epsom salts.
